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To Assess Project Lnpacts

| There are many entities with 

an interest in the effect of devel- 
opment on the environmentally 
sensitive land that comprises part 
of the tract on which the pro- 
posed Greenbelt Station will be 
built. On Wednesday, August 15, 
a walk-through of the site of the 
proposed development was done 
by their representatives. 

Citizens to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek (CCRIC) was 
formed specifically to advocate 
for preservation of the wetlands, 
flood plain, and braided streams 
that form the environment of In- 
dian Creek which flows through 
the tract. The City of Greenbelt, 
from its founding, has been an 
advocate for environmental pres- 
ervation. 

On the state level, the Mary- 
land Department of the Environ- 
ment (MDE) and the Maryland 
Department of Natural Resources 
have responsibility in these mat- 
ters; on the federal level, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers (Corps) 
and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service also have authority to is- 
sue or deny permits for develop- 
ment impacting wetlands. 

Other agencies also have an 
interest in possible development 
of the Metro and A. H. Smith 
tracts on which Greenbelt Station 
will be built. The Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission oversees and makes 


recommendations on all develop- 
ment proposals in the region. 
The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
is primarily concerned as over- 
seer of the Metro station, and the 
State Highway Administration, 
which will be involved in any 
road building generated by ‘the 
development must both scrutinize 
and conform to environmental 
guidelines. 


Representatives of all these. 


agencies, plus McCarthy & Asso- 
ciliates, Inc., environmental con- 
sultants for Metroland; other 
members of the development 
team; and Greenbelt’s consultant 
on environmental matters, Kevin 
Kelly of ESA, Inc., did the joint 
walk-through to assess the issues 
raised if the Greenbelt Station 
proposal goes ahead. The infor- 
mation that follows was taken 
from Kelly’s report to the city on 
this walk-through. 
Failed Mitigation Site 

When the Greenbelt Metro 
station was built, wetlands were 
disturbed, which, according to 
federal regulations, must be re- 
placed with a new, and larger, 
area of artificially created wet- 
lands. Both off-site and on-site 
areas were set aside for this pur- 
pose. The walk-through partici- 
pants noted that the state has ap- 
parently never monitored the 14- 
acre off-site mitigation area 


Kelby Brick, Sylvia Lewis 
File for Seats on Council 


The fourth person to file as a 
candidate this year for the 
Greenbelt City Council is Kelby 
Brick, a resident of Mandan Ter- 
race. Brick, like Sylvia Lewis, 
who filed last week, is challeng- 
ing the five incumbents. 

Among these are Mayor Judith 
Davis, Thomas White, and Ed- 
ward Putens. Rodney Roberts 
was in the process of filing on 
Tuesday, when the city offices 
closed because of the national 
emergency. Alan Turnbull, the 
fifth incumbent, has still to file. 
(Biographies of certified candi- 
dates will be published when re- 
ceived by the News Review.) 

When Kelby and his wife 
were looking for a place to live, 
they were impressed with the 
way Greenbelt had not forgotten 
its past, as demonstrated in the 
strong sense of community. 

He is an attorney in solo pri- 
vate practice, and a businessman 
with strong community roots. He 
is active in numerous civic and 
civil rights advocacy organiza- 
tions. He is the chairperson of 
the Greenbelt Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee (found at 
www.ci.greenbelt.md.us) and a 
former board member of the 
Maryland Association of the Deaf 
(www.mdad.org) 


Kelby Brick 


Before going into private prac- 
tice, Brick worked as legal coun- 
sel for Government Affairs to the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
the oldest and largest organization 
representing people with disabili- 
ties in the United States. He has 
co-authored the book, “Legal 
Rights: the Guide for Deaf and 
Hard of Hearing People,” and has 
also authored numerous articles 
in various publications. 

Brick graduated from 
Gallaudet University with a bach- 
elor of arts degree in 1991, ma- 
joring in government; he then 
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which Bob Cooper of MDE de- 
clared must be shown to be func- 
tioning properly.

Forest Flood Plain 

According to the plans drawn 
up for the mixed-use develop- 
ment, a section of forest flood- 
plain would be used for building 
construction. Not so, said Coo- 
per. The site in question con- 
tained “mature forest,” whose use 
the MDE, would never approve 
for building construction. They 
might, however, approve road 
crossings if the impact were 
minimal, he said.

Police Extend Shifts 
To Beef Up Patrols

In light of Tuesday’s attacks on the Pentagon and the 
World Trade Center in New York City, the Greenbelt Police 
Department has stepped up patrols and visibility within the 
city as a precautionary measure. MPO George Matthews, 
Press Information Officer, Greenbelt Police, indicated that 
they are currently working a “modified shift” that will allow 
more officers to be on patrol. All officers are being called 
in to work. Police Chief James Craze advised that the de- 
partment was not aware of any threats or special problems 
in Greenbelt. 

The U.S. Park Police requested and the department made 
available the city’s armored rescue vehicle and crew. Craze 
reported that the vehicle had been stationed at the perimeter 
of the Pentagon. Matthews noted that the department was 
cooperating with other law enforcement organizations in the 
area. 

Craze was in Ocean City attending an annual meeting of 
the Maryland Chiefs of Police when the attack occurred. 
The speaker at the time was an expert on terrorist bombings, 
according to Craze. Following the incidents, the remainder 
of the meeting was cancelled early Tuesday and all chiefs 
returned to their respective jurisdictions. 

Due to the emergency, schools closed early and the fed- 
eral government, including Goddard Space Flight Center and 
the Federal Court House, were closed. 

This morning, off-duty members of Greenbelt's FOP 
Lodge 32, handed out 1,200 red, white and blue car antenna 
ribbons to motorists in less than an hour in honor of Ameri- 
can Pride Day.

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GED Class to Begin; 
Registration Oct. 2 

Greenbelt CARES will begin 
the fall 10-week GED course on 
Tuesday, October 1. It will end 
on Thursday, December 6. Reg- 
istration for the course will be 
held on Tuesday, October 2, from 
10:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., only. 
Students are required to show 
proof of residency (i.e. current 
lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or Motor Vehicle 
I.D. card. Students do not have 
to be 16 years of age in order to 
take the GED course. 

GED I is held from 10:30 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. It is for stu- 
dents who need review of basic 
math (addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication, division, fractions, 
decimals, percentages and word 
problems) and English grammar 
skills. 

GED II is held from 1 to 3 
p.m. and is for students who have 
successfully completed GED I 
and/or are ready to learn algebra 
and geometry, English literature 
and writing skills, and prepare to 
take the GED test. 

These classes are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday, for 10 
weeks, in the Municipal Building 
Conference Room, 25 Crescent 
Road. The first class of instruc- 
tion will be held on Thursday, 
October 4. 

There is no charge for 
Greenbelt residents in either 
course.

However, students who are ready 
to take the test can obtain the ap- 
plication forms from Greenbelt 
CARES.

Describe Improvements

At a work session with 
Springhill Lake management 
officials on September 5, 
Greenbelt City Council mem- 
bers expressed pleasure with 
the large investment and many 
positive steps for improving 
Springhill Lake that were cited 
by David Zweig, senior vice- 
president of AIMCO, which 
owns 70% of the complex. 
He said AIMCO invested $8 
million in the complex last 
year, and that average occu- 
pancy has increased from 83% 
to 98%. 

Zweig said $5.8 million has 
been invested in the complex 
this year through August, in- 
cluding $765,000 for structural 
upgrades, such as shoring 
foundations. Retrofitting the 
7,600 windows in Springhill 
Lake is expected to start 
within eight months. Zweig 
also said the on-site shopping 
center and on-site day care 
center have both been reno- 
vated and revitalized, as has 
the long-vacant Fountain 
Lodge. 

In addition, an empty lot 
has been renovated to be used 
for parking recreational ve- 
hicles, and Springhill Lake has 
entered into a towing contract 
with a local vendor who has 
removed all abandoned and il-

_A 10-year lease has been

better-quality tenants.” He and 
Zweig characterized police as 
“very responsive.” Just under 
900 apartments are rented to 
students, Glass said, noting that 
he has met with University of 
Maryland campus life represen- 
tatives to determine student 
needs. 

Glass said the complex aver- 
ages about 20 evictions per 
month and that there were over 
700 evictions last year. He de- 
scribed the company’s use of 
remediation wherever possible 
in order to avoid eviction, say- 
ing people who have paid their 
rent on time for the preceding 
six months may benefit from 
this “last chance” program. 
He also said he would see that 
Greenbelt police receive a list 
of vacant apartments. 

Zweig expressed concern 
about the impact of the pro- 
posed Metroland development, 
particularly with respect to ex- 
tra traffic and impact on wet- 
lands.

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Greenbelt Station property would 
have impacted some 3.5 acres, an 
area far too large for approval by 
MDE. As a result of this nega- 
tive finding, the designers have 
reconfigured the roadway design, 
reducing the impact to less than 
half an acre. “Essentially, this 
road was moved away from the 
railroad tracks and now crosses 
the wetland and flood plain at 
their narrowest point,” the report 
Says. 
New Interchange 

For several years the planners 
and developers have believed that 
a new interchange from the 
Beltway would be necessary as 


Greenbelt Station is constructed. 
Such an interchange would have 
its own impact on the immediate 
environment. Currently, accord- 
ing to the representative from the 
Baltimore District of the Corps, 
the interchange is being treated as 
a separate application from that 
for the development itself. How- 
ever, it plans “to review both 
projects together in order to con- 
duct a cumulative evaluation,” 
Kelly's report says. He quotes 
them as adding that this may not 
be their “final position.” 

At the present time, no permit 
applications have been filed for 
either project.

Amnesty Starting 

Maryland Delinquent taxpayers 
now have a last-ditch opportunity 
to pay back taxes and interest 
without paying a civil or criminal 
penalty. A two-month amnesty 
period begins September | for 
Maryland taxpayers who have 
failed to file a return or pay taxes 
due on or before December 21, 
2000, or who have under-reported 
taxes due on or before that date. 

Effective November 1, fines 
will increase from $5,000 to 
$10,000 for each violation, and a 
possible five years in jail. Taxes 
eligible for amnesty are: 

- Personal income tax; 

-- Employer withholding; 

- Corporate income tax; 

- sales and use tax; and 

- admissions and amusement 

tax.

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Credit Union Was Robbed

The Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union in Roosevelt Center was 
robbed at gunpoint on Thursday, 
September 6 about 1 p.m. when 
three men walked into the build- 
ing and announced a robbery. 
They took money from the tell- 
ers’ booths and from the credit 
union safe, then then fled the 
Center on foot. Police did not 
release information on either the 
direction of approach or the di- 
rection of flight. A newly em- 
ployed teller suffered an asthma 
attack and required emergency 
treatment by the rescue squad. 

At the Sept. 10 Green-belt

that the FBI is investigating the 
robbery and that a Sept. 11 meet- 


ing in New Carrollton was to 
take place between Greenbelt of- 
ficers and FBI special agents.

The first thing we notice 
from the subway that takes us 
from Washington to Greenbelt 
is all the greenery. When we 
exit the subway station, we are 
surprised to see how clean and 
nice the surroundings are. We 
sit down and wait for Altoria 
Bell Ross to come and meet 

| us. The visit in Greenbelt was 
| set up by her and the co-work- 
ers at the main office of Na- 
tional Cooperative Business As- 
sociation and the National As- 
sociation of Housing Coopera- 
tives yesterday. We are both 
excited to see this housing co- 
op, although we don’t really 
know what to expect. Ross ar- 
rives at the station with her son 
| and she drives us to the GHI 
| office. At the office, we are 
| welcomed by General Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff and some 
of the co-workers. We say 
goodbye to Ross and her son 
and after showing us the office, 
Overdurff sits down with us to 
| tell us about Greenbelt and 
| GHI. We also get to see the 
history of GHI from a slide- 
show. The history of GHI is 
remarkable and really some- 
thing to be proud of. Also, it’s 


an obligation to tend for the fu- 
ture generations. 

Sylvia Lewis then arrives at 
the office to pick us up and take 
us for a drive through the area. 
The parts we see are all very 
nice. Greenery is surrounding us 
everywhere. . I think about how 
beautiful surroundings affect your 
whole life. At the museum, we 
get to see what an original home 
from the ‘30s looked like. We 
step into this world of the ‘30s 
and I feel a bit like a time-trav- 
eler. We cast an admiring look at 
the view from the little porch and 
garden in the back of the house, 
which shows us a common relax- 
ing view. 

We finish our too-short visit at 
Greenbelt with a lunch at the co- 
op café in the town center. The 
atmosphere is relaxed. A lot of 
people seem to know each other, 


_and we hear from the staff at the 


café about all the activities they 
set up together with the residents. 

The strongest impression from 
GHI is that it is really amazing to 
see what a difference people can 
make when they work together to 
reach a goal. The people here in 
Greenbelt seem to have the over- 
all goal to provide fulfilling liv- 


ing conditions for everybody 
that lives here. Efforts have 
been put down to make the 
area safe and nice for every- 
body. It’s not only about the 
housing — it’s about all the 
parts of living! The walk to 
and from school for children 
that is separated from the traf- 
fic, the possibilities of recre- 
ation among the green areas, 
the fitness center, the pools, the 
café, the supermarket ... every- 
thing is a testimony that people 
here in Greenbelt are truly co- | 
operative in the best sense ‘of 
the word; getting together to 
fulfill the dreams of a "good 
living." When Sylvia drops us 
at the subway station, I am one 
experience richer. After living 
in the States a shott while 
some years ago, I saw a lot of | 
different parts of the USA (I 
think I counted the states I vis- 
ited to 12 or 13). Some really 
good places, some bad. But 
the visit at GHI was in its own 
league. And leaving Greenbelt, 
I feel like if I were going to 
live in the States, I definitely 
could picture myself living in 
GHI.
